So me 1 20 0 bus driv ers in six teen sta tes 
were a ffected. When the wa lko ut beg a n, 
bo th sides brea thed fo rth defia nce a nd a n­ 
no unced tha t they wo uld fig ht it o ut o n a ll- 
o r-no thing ba sis. But a federa l la bo r co ncil­ 
ia to r g o t the lea ders to g ether, a nd a co m­ 
pro mise fina lly v v a s rea ched. Ea ch side ha d 
to retrea t a little, a nd ea ch side ma na g ed 
to do so g ra cefully .
